DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1 - 4, 6- 11, 13, and 16 - 20 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed 08 August 2008, with respect to claim 1 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claim has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 - 4, 6 - 1 1 , 13, and 16 - 20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable because the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
alone or in combination a electrically combining said information from each of said 
at least two peripheral devices by means of a bus to produce combined 
information indicating a time which is required at the most by any of said at least 
two peripheral devices for its respective initialization, as required by independent 
claim 1, in combination with the other recited claim limitations (emphasis added). 
Support for this limitation can be found in the originally filed specification on Page 19 
Lines 10 - 21 . The prior art of record teaches a bus (Pacheco; Figure 2 Item 202) and 
combined information (Pacheco; Figure 8A "Max Spin-Up Period," Paragraph [0047] 
Lines 4 - 7), but does not teach that the bus combines the information indicative of a 
time required for an initialization of a respective one of at least two peripheral devices in 
order to produce the combined information. 
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Claims 2-4,6-10, and 1 6 are allowable because of their dependency upon 
allowable claim 1 indicated above. 

Claims 11, 13, and 17-20 are allowed because of the reasons set forth 
previously in the Final Office Action mailed 25 June 2008. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
